“ We left our encampment about 
three o’clock in the morning and 
our detachment led the advance 
with a part of a New York regi 
ment of cavalry in our rear. We 
were chosen for the post of honor 
because the First Texas Cavalry 
had the reputation of being very 
good horsemen. We 
rode 
about 
twenty miies before we came in 
contact with the enemy’s pickets 
They gave us a warm reception, 
and held us in check for half an 
bour, in which time about thirty 
of our men were killed and many 
wounded. After the first attack 
reinforcements of infantry rapid­ 
ly advanced and a charge was 
made which routed the enemy. 
We pursued them 
a b o u t five 
miles, or until we were under the 
fire of the fort, and we then skir­ 
mished until our entire force was 
concentrated. 


“ Our troops were sheltered be-j 
hind a levee and the enemy was 
strongly fortified on the opposite 
side of the Atchafalaya with their 


cannon commanding the bridge 
The fight lasted about four hours 
during which time a heavy in 
fantry and a r t i l l e r y fire was 
maintained on both sides 
The 
Federal loss in killed and wound 
cd was considerable, and I saw 
enough fighting to satisfy me. but 
I did my post without making my­ 
self conspicuous. My first shock 
was received when I saw 
Major 
Black, a gallant officer who com 
mantled a battalion of Illinois in 
fantry. shot from the top of the 
levee and roll down the embank 
ment. The retreat was ordered 
none too soon for me, and I never 
afterwards was foolish enough to 
volunteer when a detail was need 
ed, on which occasions I was al­ 
ways glad when my name did not 
appear. 


“ After the invasion of Texas was 
abandoned, the encampment 
at 
Mocganza w as broken up and the 
five companies of the First Texas 
Cavalry were 
stationed 
succes­ 
sively 
at 
Na to he*, 
Brookhaven 


and Baton Rouge. Subsequently, 
when the war was brought to a 
close, they were ordered to New 
Orleans, where they were joined 
by Companies A, B and C, that 
had boon left in Brownsville They 
had performed efficient 
service 
on the western borders of Texas 
under the command of Captain 
Zoller, and they participated in 
the last battle that was fought for 
the Union. The engagement took 
place the 13th day of May, 1865, 
below Brownsville, at Palo Alto, 
which is now known as the “ White 
Ranch". It was not much of a 
fight, but it is worthy of notice be­ 
cause 
it 
happened 
seven days 
after the 
Trans Mississippi De 
partment of the Confederacy was 
surrendered 
by 
General 
Kirby 
Smith, consequently 
it was the 
last battle of the war. 
“ After the companies of the 
regiment were reunited, Company 


I H, which until then was known as 
an independent organization, was 
disbanded and the men enrolled 


in the companies of their choice, 
otherwise they 
would not 
have 
been entitled to p e n s i o n s and 
other emoluments of the service 
I became a member of Company 
C, commanded by Captain Zoller, 
who now is a prosperous farmer 
and 
ranchman 
and 
resides 
at 
Waring, T e x a s . The regiment 
marched over land to San Anton­ 
io, Texas, where on the 28th of 
October, 
1865, t h e m e n 
were 
honorably discharged 
from 
the 
army. 
“ Before dismissing the subject. 
I wish to pay a just tribute to the 
character and service of my com 
mander, and it will be appropri­ 
ate to do so in this connection. 
“ Captain Zoller claims a 
long 
list of ancestors who were prom!-; 
nently connected 
with 
military 
life in Germany, therefore, he 
was instinctively a 
soldier and 
the profession of arms was not re­ 
pulsive to him. He was consci­ 
entious in his views with refer­ 
ence to the political troubles that

arose in 1861, and he not only op 
posed secession at the ballot box, 
but he entered the army and was 
active in defense of the I Ilio n 
during the great Civil War, 
"His talents and qualifications 
recommended him for promotion, 
and as a captain of cavalry his 
superior horsemanship and galan 
try made him conspicuous on all 
occasions w h e r e his 
services 
could be made effective. As an of 
fleer he recognized the fact that 
obedience was the first duty of a 
soldier, and he exerted himself to 
instill his p r i n c i p l e s into the 
minds of his men. As a discipli 
narian he was strict but kind and 
considerate to those who served 
under him. consequently he won 
their respect and confidence. The 
estimation in which his abilities 
and services were held by those 
in authority was expressed when 
he was offered a position in the 
regular a r m y of t h e United 
States. When lie returned to the 
peaceful pursuits of private 
life 
he not only retained the affections 
of his comrades in arms, but he 
won the good will of all men and 
he commanded an influence that 
was felt wherever he was known 
No man is perfect, but my friend 
ship for Captain Zoller has placed 
a high estimate on his character, 
and I believe that when his life’s 
record is closed few blemishes 
will appear to mar the purity of 
his existence. 
“ I returned immediately to my 
father’s farm, where I received 
an affectionate welcome from my 
people and neighbors. I had been 
absent from home nearly three 
years, and many changes had oc­ 
curred during that period, but 
none had t a k e n place in my 
father’s family. 
After 
spending 
two pleasant months among tty 
old associations, I became rest 
less and anxious for some active 
employment. As 
mail contracts 
w’ere then being let in Texas I fil­ 
ed an application for the route 
from San Antonio to Eagle Pass 
and from there to Fort Clark. My 
bid was accepted by the Post Of­ 
fice Department and in January. 
1866, a contract was awarded me.

New Braunfels Editor Says 


Presidency Is No Spot 


For A Military Man 


(The following editorial is taken from the column 
Cabbages and Kings, authored by Frederic Oheim, 
which is a regular feature of the New Braunfels 
Zeitung-Chronicle. W e feel that he has an interesting 
summary of the Little Rock segregation problem, 
and print it for your study). 


Back in 1952, when I doubted out loud the wis­ 
dom of electing a man whose entire background had 
been military, no matter how great his success as a 
commanding general had been, 
and 
no 
matter 
whether his name was MacArthur or Eisenhower, 
many of my friends told me that I was slightly un- 
American in thought and probably had secret desires 
to see Stalin sitting in both Washington and Austin. 


Nowt when a president of the United States in 
just about so many words tells us that he is calling 
out the troops because our elected representatives 
have failed to “ carry out the orders 
of a Federal 
court, I again say that I do not want to see America 
placed under a regime which is patterned upon mili­ 
tary orders and discipline. My grandfather Oheim, 
and much earlier my mother s folks came to Amer­ 
ica to get aw ay from that sort of thing, lf that is un- 
American, I'm going to keep on being un-American 
in my opposition to dictation under military orders. 


Our Constitution does make provision for mar­ 
tial law, and whenever it has become necessary for 
a president to declare martial law, he has been held 
responsible for his use or abuse of the privilege, lf 
President Eisenhower honestly feels that the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States is being endangered by 
mob rule in Little Rock he is doing right in calling out 
troops, but the final decision as to whether Eisen­ 
hower's opinion is correct will rest with the people of 
the United States, and that is something that seems 
to be incomprehensible to many officials whose train­ 
ing will not permit them to tolerate “ insubordina­ 
tion 
by anybody under their command. 


Let s keep in mind one thing — no matter how 
desirable something may seem it is not worth des­ 
troying our pattern of life to force it upon people 
who are not ready for it. That goes for prohibition 
of alcoholic beverages, for integration of the races 
in public schools, for daily Bible reading in public 
schools, for abstinence from salt in your food, for 
vegetarianism, for nudism, for politeness on street 
cars, or any other thing you might sincerely believe 
to be for the good of the human race. 


It would be a horrible world if you and I had 
the right to force our notions on everybody and they 
had the same right to force their notions on us. 


✓ 
All we can do is try to avoid hurting our fellow 
man, and the principal purpose of government and 
law is to assure equality of freedom and opportun­ 
ity to all of us, black or white. Inasmuch as custom 
has barred Negroes from complete equality in the 
Southern states (and in the Northern states, too, 
when we get down to facts), we have all been guil­ 
ty of injustice and it is only proper that we should 
move to correct our faults. People in Little Rock that 
have been beating up Negroes have broken the law 
and should be punished 
by Little Rock courts and 
by their fellow citizens. 


But to punish officials who have been obeying 
the law as it has stood on the books for these many 
years, and to declare them insubordinate to a Su­ 
preme Court that has reversed itself in interpreting 
the Constitution of the United States, is wrong as 
long os there is no law passed by Congress which 
declares their actions a crime. Until our elected rep­ 
resentatives pass such laws, our officers must obey 
the ones we have, no matter what the Supreme 
Court 
orders. 
When we lose sight of that principle, 
the America of our forefathers we have been cherish­ 
ing so long will disappear before a dictatorship that 
enforces its order with bayonets.

Lawns Need Fertilizer 


Before First Frost

A beautiful, well kept lawn adds 
to the material value of a home 
and is a basic requirement for an 
attractive yard. A properly esta­ 
blished and well-managed turf al­ 
so provides a cool, restful cover 
and prevents soil blowing and 
washing. 


Fertilization is the main prac­ 
tice to emphasize in the fall care 
for lawns, says E . M. Trew, ex­ 
tension agronomist. Lawn grasses 
will go into the winter in a vigor­ 
ous condition if they are well 
nourished. The grasses will re­ 
main green longer in the fall and 
will grow off earlier next spring. 


The fertilizer should be applied 
about a month before the first ex- 
pected frost, advises Trew. When 
summer grasses are pushed into 
lush growth by late fertilization, 
some grass may be damaged by 
a hard freeze. Also, applying the 
fertilizer too late prevents the 
grass from getting the most out of 
it before going dormant. 


Apply a complete fertilizer with 
a 2-1-1 or 1-1-1 ratio at a rate to 
supply tw'o pounds of actual nitro­ 
gen per 1.000 square feet of lawn, 
recommends the specialist. This 
amount of nitrogen w o u l d be 
found in 20 pounds of 10-5-5 or 10- 
10-10, or in 25 pounds of 8-8-8. 


After the fertilizer has been 
spread, Trew advises watering it 
down. Soak the soil at least six 
inches deep. Plenty of moisture is 
necessary, for the plants can’t 
use the fertilizer until it is dissolv­ 
ed. If the soil is already wet, just 
wash the fertilizer off the grass 
and onto the soil. 


Ryegrass is sometimes over­ 
seeded on Bermuda to give green 
color during the winter. But, Trew 
says, this sis sometimes harmful 
to the Bermuda. The ryegrass is 
usually 
growing in 
the 
spring 
when the Bermuda should start 
and unless the ryegrass is kept 
closely clipped, it often gives the 
Bermuda serious competition for 
light, moisture and plant food. If 
ryegrass is seeded on a Bermuda 
lawn, Italian or annual ryegrass 
should be used, for these plants 
die in the spring. Ryegrass should

Now that the dove season is 
open in the South Zone, more Tex­ 
ans are brightening their shooting 
eves. 


Hunters 
know 
the 
mourning 
dove is like a good halfback. He’s 
shifty and he ha^ a deceptive 
change of pace. 


H e’s net as fast as some birds, 
but if you can n*t a dove you can 
hit any bird that flies. 


Here is a shooting stance re­ 
commended by expert 
shooters. 
First be s u r e both feet are 
solid on the ground, 
unimpeded 
by brush. The left knee should be 
slightly bent. 


Now Do This 


WTien the bird 
comes 
along, 
swing the gun along his line of 
flight. 
Shift 
your 
weight 
from 
right to left foot, and squeeze the 
trigger as you pass him, leading 
the bird just enough. 
What do I mean by just enough’’ 
I mean that you don’t zig when 
he zags. Also that you don’t speed 
up when he slows down, or vice 
_ 
versa. 
Seems simple, doesn’t it? Why 
not try it sometime? 
But try it with a lighter gun 
than your father or 
grandfather 
used. 
There are twro big reasons for a 
lighter gun. One is that you can 
.swing it more easily as you follow 
the bird in flight. 
The other is 
that those old 12-gauges get heavy 
along about the end of the day. 
.And nowadays you can do fine 
shooting with a “ 20” because of 
improved loads. 


Note On Color 
Hunters customarily have worn 
red to make themselves known to 
other hunters and thereby avoid 
being shot. 
But now comes a color change 
because 
optomet r i s ts at 
two 
A rm y posts have discovered that 
yellow can be distinguished more 
easily and quickly than any other 
hue. 
Red was one of the worst colors 
for being readily seen, according 
to the tests. The ranking was this 
w ay: yellow, orange, green, red, 
blue. 
A ll (rf which makes me wonder 
if yellow is a favorite color for 
fishing lures because the fish see 
it quickly, the same as we do. 
A friend of mine, who had great 
fishing success on a South Texas 
lake, not long ago reported that it 
didn’t make any difference what 
kind of lures he used, so long as 
they were yellow. 
TTie other day a partner and I 
were fishing on Lake Austin, and 
the only bass caught were on a 
yellow Lucky-13. 
Guessing Gam e 
You might follow 
through on 
this and speculate that 
bluegills 
readily strike golden larvae be­ 
cause of t h e i r color. 
But you 
would 
doubtless 
soon 
run 
into 
complications. 
Fo r 
example, 
I 
took a fine string of bluegills re­ 
cently, 
using those 
coal 
black 
crickets that have been so plenti­ 
ful. 
Talking about bait is a good 
part of the fun — but there’s one 
conclusion I have drawn: I ’ll al­ 
ways have a few yellow lures in 
my tackle box. 
Another tip about lures is to use 
light ones when the day is bright; 
dark ones at dawn, dusk, or night. 
Trying to figure that one out (at 
f.rst thought it seems the reverse 
ought to be true), I reason that in 
dark waters the night sky seems 
bright. 
And in daylight the blue sky is 
darker than the sun filled, reflec­ 
tion-bright water. In 
any 
event 


you should use a lure that is easi­ 
ly spotted because of contrasting 
shade. 


Fishing Best Now 
Fishing is going to be at its best 
for the next few 
months. 
There 
are several reasons why that is 
true. 
Most of the 
vacationers 
have 
gone back to work. 
This cooler 
weather encourages the fish and 
discourages the water skiers. And j 
many quondam fishermen 
have 
gone to the sunflower patches for 
doves, further reducing the ang­ 
ling population. 
Fishing is good in the Spring — 
before the heat and the tourists 
set in. 
But why 
fishing 
is 
generally 
thought of as a summer sport, I ’ll 
never know. 
For that m a t t e r , I ’ll 
never 
know why Sum m er is the va ca­ 
tion time for most folks. 
Spring 
would be a better time. So would 
Fall. Even Winter. Who wouldn't 
enjoy a c o u p I e of weeks off 
around C h r i s t m a s and New- 
Y e a r’s D ay? 


It's Being Done 
But no— we take 
vacations 
in 
the Sum m er because 
people

ways have done it that way and 
we’re too full of inertia to change 
Fo r the same reason, I suppose,

Anyway, most a n g l e r s will 
agree that Texas fisihng in the 
hot summer months is poor.

legislature concerning legal uses

The new law 
does allow them to be used for 
various trips and 
errands that

fam ily life. These uses are such 
as passenger service for the fam i­ 
ly to church or school, to the doc­ 
tor. etc. 
Sim ply because an owner has a 
rural address does not entitle him 
to use a Farm License; the prin­
